edly that the department is “out of 
politics,” the Republican politicians, 
who must wait through another winter 
to get a chance at 2000 appointive places 
in city hall departments, are seeking 
sustonance for their followers” at 
police headquarters. 

Two Republicans hold the place 
which was made vacant by the death 
of Dr. William R. Faulkner. Dr. Faulk- 
ner, as Superintendent of Police Prop- 
erty and head of the “department sta- 
bles, ‘distributed department jobs, out- 
side actual police service, on a strict 
“spoils” basis to Democrats. 

The saine jobs are now at the disposal 
of George W. Pipe, Superintendent of 
Police Property, and Capt. Fred Huss- 
man, Superintendent of Police Horses. 
So far as the politicians can see, they 
have distributed the jobs on the sarre 
principle which Dr. Faulkner applie. 
The difference is that only Republicans 
are now placed on guard and that 
Democrats have been rapidly put out 
to make room for the favored faith- 
ful. 

The Police Board has for six 
month s held up the commissions 
of 200 patrolmen, a captain, two lieu- 
and Inspector McDonnell. 
Their commissions expired in March 
and the men have since been working 
by sufference of the board and with- 
Sut commissions. Many of those who 
have served their full time as proba- 


awaiting their promotion to the rank 
and pay of patrolmen. 

Since Pipe took office as Dr. Faulk- 
ner’s chief successor a year ago, about 
one hundred department jobs have been 
handed out to Republican workers. At 
times as many as 10 men have been dis- 
charged at a time. The board has in- 
variably approved Pipe’s appointments 
and dismissals.

“Yes, I took them,’ he admitted in 
his cell Wednesday. ‘In so big a store, 
I did not think they would miss so few 
articles. 

“IT could not buy them) for it is not 
a large salary that a stock clerk earns. 
And I could not hope for a better po- 
sition until I had better learned the 
language and ways of the Americanos.’’ 

The articles collected by the detect- 
ives at his room were two silk kimonos, 
four silk and lawn shirt watsts, 22 silk 
handkerchiefs, 50 silk neckties, 20 pairs 
of silk and kid gioves, 15 pairs of fancy 
socks, 12 silk mufflers and a silk shawl. 
The whole was valued at several hun- 
dred dollars. 

Mantican, who 19 years old, has 
been in St. Louis a year and a half. 
He told the police he was an orphan, 
but they are inclined to think this his 
way of shielding his family. Most Mex- 
ican youths who come here to learn the 
American language and ways are (from 
wealthy families.

BADEN BADEN, Sept. 14.—If any- 
thing discourage that imtrepid 
apostle of aerostatics, Count Zeppelin, it 
would appear to have been furnished to- 
day when the Zeppelin VI, the 


model of his aerial invention, was torn 
by the explosion of one of the thres 
motors in the stern gondola. Three of 
the airship’s crew were severely ir- 
jured. 

The accident occurred as the dirigible 
was being guided into her shed here. 
The motor had been operating as usual, 
when suddenly the crew were whirled 
from their posts in the rear gondola. 
There was a sharp report, a flash of 
flame and in a moment the immense 
fabric of silk canvas was afire. The 
crew tumbled over the sides of the afr- 
ship, barely escaping alive. 

The fire spread so rapidly 
shed was soon destroyed. 

Fifth of Zeppelin Accidents. 

. This is the fifth serious accident 
which has befallen the Zeppelin dirig- 
ibles, the histories of which have 
been brilliant, but brief. 

The Zeppelin VI was under char- 
ter of the Passenger Airship Co., hav- 
ing replaced in the passenger service 
the recently, wrecked Deutschland. 
She was transferred from Friedrich- 
shafen to Baden Baden and, after be- 
ing fitted with improved propellers 
and other new features, made a trial 
trip Aug. 19. She proved to be the 
speediest of her type and it was an- 
nounced that she would maintain a 
speed of 38 miles an hour. 

The dirigible was reconstructed to 
carry 10 passengers and during the 
last. few days had made many trips. 
Many Americans were among the ex- 
cursionists. Baron Rudolf Gold- 
schmidt-Rothschild had chartered the 
airship for a private party next Fri- 
day. He had agreed to pay $6500 for 
the first two hours of the excursion 
and $250 for each additional hour. 


Other Craft Ill-Fated. 

The Zeppelin VI ascended today at 
11:20 a. m. with 12 passengers for a trip 
to Hilbronn. The airship hag traveled 
about twenty miles when a motor in 
the forward gondola acted badly.

In a third attempt to induce the 
Municipal Assembly to grant a public 
hearing on the question of acquiring 
land for the East Side railroad ap- 
proach to the Free Bridge, the Real 

Estate Exchange and other civic or- 

ganizations will ask permission to 
discuss a measure that is to be con- 
Sidered by the House of Delegates 
and Council in their special session 

beginning Wednesday. 

This bill authorizes the condemna- 
tion of three parcels of real estate 
and aright of way across streets be- 
tween Seventeenth street and the [Il- 
linoig Transfer Co. (Outer Belt.) 
With the acquisition of this property 
and these rights the city will have 
all the land that is needed for the 
railroad approach east of the South- 
ern Railway Co.’s holdings. 

Objection has been urged against 
the acquirement of this land because 
of the fact that an approack built onit 
would swing to the southeast and 
stand south of the Southern Railway 
Co.’s terminals, which are 400 feet 
wide and more than a mile long. 

Would Hamper 2 Lines, 

It is contended by members of the 
Real Estate Exchange that such an 
arrangement, while serving the con- 
venience of five railroads’ entering 
East St. Louls from the south, would 
render almost impossible the access 
of the 25 lines entering from the 
north. 

These latter, it is pointed out, would 
have to condemn diagonal rights of 
way across the Southern Railway’s ter- 
minals which are in constant use. The 
Southern Railway is a Morgan line and 
is generaHy recognized as among the 
chief beneficiaries and defenders of the 
“arbitrary.” 

-It was Thomas C. Powell, of th 
Southern, that terminated the confer- 
ences between assemblymen and ship- 
pers when negotiations were undertak- 
en for the elimination of tolls on traffic 
crossing the Terminal Associdtion’s 
bridges and ferries.

FANNIE ATWOOD 
MURDER WITNESS 
DIES SUDDENLY 


Bartender in Edwardsville 
Mystery Nursed by Slain 
Woman’s Widower. 





Three months after the mysterious 
murder of Mrs. Fannie Atwood in Ed- 
ward@sville, Charles M. Berger, one of 
the last persons known to have seen 
her alive, died early Wednesday from 
delirium tremens 
at his bedside at the death. 

The woman, who was also known as 
Fannie Post, was found dead near her 
home in Edwardsville one night early 
in June, her head crushed as by the 
blow of a bludgeon. She had been drink- 
ing with others in the saloon where 
Berger was a bartender, and she left 
‘the place an hour before her body was 
found. 

Berger was abstemious in his habits 
up to the time of the tragedy. Immed- 
iately afterward it was noticed that he. 
was drinking heavily. He gave himself 
up to liquor and drank himself to deaih, 
it is said. 

He was a witness at the inquest, but 
it was the belief of many of his friends 
that he knew more of the circumstances 
of the killing than he revealed by his 
testimony. This knowledge, preying on 
his mind, ts thought to have wrought 
the change which’ led to his death. 

The murder has remained’ a mystery 
to the Madison County authorities. The 
most thorough investigation failed to 
bring any olution, and no arrest ever 
has been made. 

A strange circumstance in connection 
with his death was discussed in Ed- 
wardsville Wednesday. The Bartenders’ 
Union wanted to send a nurse to Ber- 
ger’s bedside Tuesday night, and the 
only man they could find at that hour 
was William Atwood, husband of the 
murdered woman, who recently returned 
from Kansas City. Atwood accepted the 
commission and watched by Berger's 
bedside until he died.

Local Option Also Meets Ap- 
proval and the Tariff Is 
Denounced. 





REVISION FAVORED 

Party Also Pledges Itself Not 

to Discriminate Against 
the Negro.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept, 14.—The 
Democratic State platform, adopted 
here today, indorses former Gov. 
Folk for the Democratic nomination 
for president; on the liquor question, 
the platform declares in favor of 
local option. 

The platform denounces the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff bill as class legislation 
and declares it to be an utter failure 
of the Republican party to fulfill its 
pledges. 

It declares in favor of a revision and 
gradual reduction in the tariff “by the 
friends of the masses;”’ declaring in fa- 
vor of a tariff for revenue only. 

The trusts are denounced and the 
merchant marine is commended with- 
out additional berden on the people. 

Phelps’ Plank Included. 

A navy’ adequate to defend the coasts 
of the country is recommended. Can- 
ronism is denounced and the present 
and past Republican national adminis- 
trations are condemned for extrava- 
gance, 

The platform declares against the em- 
ployment of convict labor. ; 

One paragraph is devoted to a declar- 
tion that the party will not discriminate 
against the negro. 

William H. Phelps’ planks protesting 
against the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
charging a 8-cent passenger rate and 
favoring supervision by the State Board 
of Railroad and Warehouse Commission- 
ers of railroad and public service cor- 
porations, giving the board the right 
to fix rates and supervise the issuance 
of stocks and bonds, are included. 

The platform does not declare for 
hume rule, but denounces the Repub- 
leans for promising home rule, then 
failing to enact such legislation. 

The action of Democratic members of 
the State Board of Equalization in re- 
fusing to assess property at its full 
value is commended. 


Phetps Has New Role. 

Col. William H. Phelps, for 20 years 
the guardian of the Gould interests in 
the Missouri Legislature in the ca- 
pacity of lobbyist, has appeared in a 
new role—that of a friend of the peo- 
ple. 

Col. Phelps is attending the Demo- 
cratic convention as Democratic nomi- 
nee for the Legislature from the Carth- 
age district in Jasper County, a posti- 
tion he aspired to since he severed his 
connection ‘with the Missouri Pacific a 
year ago after a disagreement. 

The change of heart experienced 
by the colonel was shown when he 
advocated the adoption of planks by 
the convention which are aimed at 
the interests of his old employers— 
the Goulds. 

Phelps insisted on the adoption of 
planks increasing the powers of the 
railroad and warehouse commissioners 
to enable the commission to make 
freight and passenger rates, express and 
telegraph rates and to determine the 
physical value of the property of pub- 
lic corporations for assessment pur- 
poses. 

Hit at Gould Interests. 

Another plank declares it to be an 
unjust and unfair discrimination against 
certain portions of the state that some 
railroads are now charging a fare of 3 
cents per mile while otber railroads in 
other parts of the state cbarge only 2% 
cents per mile. The Gould roads charge 
the 3-cent fare. 

The Phelps plank in the platform de- 
mands that this discrimination be 
stopped. The attitude of Phelps in in- 
sisting that these planks be inserted in 
the Democratic platform will set at rest 
the uncertainty as to just why Col. 
Phelps wants to be a member of the 
Legislature. 

While there have been rumors that the 
Colonel is solely interested in doing all 
he can do in a legislative way to dam- 
age the Gould interests in Missouri and 
to bring about the enaction of such 
legislation as will cause the Goulds to 
worry as they never worried in Mis- 
souri when they had Phelps guarding 
their legislative affairs, he has never 
until this time shown his hand. 

Politicians who had watched his 
game through many years of lobby- 
Ling could hardly lead themselves to 
believe that his candidacy was but a 
part of the game. They declared last 
night, however, after the Colonel had 
won in the committee his demands 
for. the railroad planks, that if the 
Colonel is elected he will devote the 
greater part of his time to opposition 
to the railroads and to the demand 
for legislation for the benefit of peo- 
ple which he has spent 20 years as 
a lobbyist in preventing. 

Against Discrimination. 

The Phelps planks are: 

‘Many of the railways of the State 
carry pasengers for 2% cents per mile, 
while others charge.3 cents. This is 
an unjust discrimination against many 
communities and should be speedily and 
effectively corrected. 

“The State should exercise its au- 
thority by enlarging the powers of the 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission to 
fix freight and passenger rates, express 
rates, telegraph and telephone rates, the 
charges of electric light, gas, water and 
power companies and all other pubilc 
service corporations, and to the end that 
the corporation may not be burdened 
with watered stock and fictitious ob- 
ligations, the commmission should have 
authority to supervise the issuance of 
stock and the creation of mortgage in- 
debtedness and the power to ascertain 
the value of the physical property of 
such corporation.”

HADLEY USES CLUB 
T0 GET ROOSEVELT 
IN THE LIMELIGnT 


Refuses to Indorse Tariff Un- 
Jess Colonel Is Praised by 
Convention. 


IS INSURGENT VICTORY 





Both President and Former 
Executive Are Lauded by 
Missouri Republicans.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 14.—The Re- 
publican State platform, over which the 
Resolutions Committee fought until long 
past midnight, went through the con- 
vention this morning without opposi- 
tion, although some of the insurgents, 
headed by Homer Mann of Kansas City, 
threatened to bring in a minority re- 
port. The platform was made public 
simultaneously with that of the Dem- 
ocratic party. Both the insurgents and 
the standpatters say they have won u 

victory on the tariff plank. - 

Gov. Hadley and the insurgents are 
greatly pleased over the plank whicn 
they slipped through, indorsing former 
President Roosevelt and giving him 
credit for starting the conservation cru- 
sade, yet in the plank is an indorse- 
ment of the work of President Taft, 
although he is made to play second 
fiddle to the Colonel. 

These two planks, the indorsement of 
the tariff law, and the indorsement of 
Col. Roosevelt, provoked the fight in 
the Resolutions Committee. 


The Repuhlicans forced the Democrats 
to go on .record for the new. capitol 
proposition. Both parties declared for 
the university tax. amendment. 

Hadley Also Indorsed. 

Gov. Hadley’s pet measures and poli- 
cles were indorsed, as were all of his 
various boards and appointees. The 
stand-patters were willing that they 
should be, .o they got what they wanted 
on the tariff proposition. 

Each side made concessions, the Fed- 
eral standpat crowd agreeing to the in- 
dorsement of Roosevelt’s conservation 
policies, if the name of Taft were linked 
with the same policies, and Gov, Had- 
ley agreeing to an indorsement of the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff bill, and particu- 
larly the records of Missouri. congress- 
men in procuring a tariff on minerals 
and products of Missouri. 

The Republicans admitted the con- 
test was one of the most bitter which 
has ever arisen in a Republican con- 
vention in this State. -'t started im- 
mediately after the committee went 
into session yesterday afternoon. 

Gov. Hadley Wins Point. 

Gov. Hadley told the members of 
the committee he would insist on the 
inc€orsement of the Roosevelt policies 
and that he would not consent to an 
indorsement of the tariff unless 
Rocsevelt were indorsed. Congress- 
man Politte Elvins, leading the Fed- 
eral crowd. insisted Roosevelt was 
not an issue and that there was no 
occasion to bring his name into the 
platform except in the general in- 
dcrsement of past Republican admin- 
istrations. Hadley stood firm, how- 
ever, and the battle waged. 

Hadley at no time, according to mem- 
bers of the committee, overstepped the 
line which would bring him out as an 
insurgent of the La Follette-Bristow 
stripe. He favored an indorsement of 
the tariff and of the records of the 
Missouri congressmen, .all of whom are 
stand-patters, but he used that as a 
club to get his indorsement of Roose- 
velt. P 
Loeal Option Endorsed. 

On the liquor question the platfortn 
endorsed the attitude of Gov. Had- 
ley and the administration as shown 
in the bills introduced in the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature. These bilis fa- 
vored local option in the counties and 
ception by wards or districts in the cit- 
ies. There was no particular difficulty 
in the committee in deciding on _ the 
liquor plank. 


The platform declares in favor of 
home rule and condemns Secretary 
of State Cornelius Roach and Attor- 
ney-General Major for what is termed 
“the unwarranted usurpation of au- 
thority in rejecting the Republicans’ 
petition for redistricting the State.”

PREACHER GOES TO PRISON 





The Rev. August A. Hauberich 
Weeps as He Leaves Clayton 
Jail. 


When the Rev. August A. Hauberich 
was taken away from Clayton Jalil 
Wednesday morning, handcuffed to an- 
other prisoner, bound for Jefferson City 
Pénitentiary, the prisoners in the jail 
sang “By Thy Shining Light,” a hymn 
that he had taught them at the night- 
ly services he conducted in the jail.

DISSECTED BODY 


Pathologist Testifies That 
Mutilation Shows Skill in 
Surgery. 


GIRL JS © DISTRESSED 


Trial; Doctor ls Cool and 
Collected. . 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 14—Testifying at the 
resumption today of the Crippen mur- 
der trial, Prof. Augustus J. Pepper, 
pathologist of the University of Lon- 
don, said his examination had con- 
vinced him that the human parts found 
in the cellar of the Hilldrop-Crescent 
home were severed by a hand. skilled 
in surgéry and directed by a mind that 
possessed a real knowledge of anatomy. 
Under  cross-examination, Prof. 
Pepper admitted that he had been 
unable to establish the sex of the 
victim. 

The parts had been burned for not 
less than four months and for not more 
than eight months, he said. The witness 
explained that he meant that he could 
not identify the sex anatomically. 

Counsel for the crown had contend- 
ed throughout that they would be 
able to prove that the body found 
at Hilldrop Crescent was that of a 
woman. . 

The prisoners in the dock presented 
contrasting apeparances. Dr. Hawley 
H. Crippen, who is charged as the 
principal in the murder of his wife, 
Belle Elmore, the American actress, 
Was seemingly as cool and collected as 
ever. He did not miss a word of testi- 
mony and eagerly whispered to his 
solicitor, Arthur Newton, whenever he 
thought he had detected a point in his 
favor. 

Girl Is Downcast. 

On the other hand, Ethel Clara Le- 
neve,, accused as accessory after the 
fact, was wan and plainly in mental 
and physical distress. The police au- 
thorities had anticipated that the day 
would be a trying one for her and 
accordingly she was attended for the 
first time in court by a wardress, who 
sat close to her throughout the pro- 
ceedings. 

Prof. Pepper was the first witness 
called by the prosecution. At consid- 
erable length he described his examina- 
tion of the parts and set forth his con- 
clusions. The witness said that he had 
identified pieces of flesh as belonging 
to various parts of the body, except the 
head, hands, forearms, feet and legs 
below the knees. He could say that the 
members found’ were undoubtedly from 
a human body. No bones were discov- 
ered. 

The whole viscera was present intact 
and the only wound Was a cut in the 
upper part of the windpipe. Other parts 
were left undisturbed by the one who 
did the cutting and the way in which 
the parts had been separated con- 
vinced the expert that whoever was 
guilty of the mutilation did his work 
with an exactness born of familiarity 
with the human body. 

Prof. Pepper said the hair discovered 
included a short strand of fair texture, 
wrapped up in a handkerchief of the 
size commonly used by men. The wit- 
ness identified particularly a piece of 
flesh, six by seven inches, as coming 
from the abdominal wall and which 
bore a scar, which In his opinion was 
undoubtedly left from a wound from an 
operation. 

Solicitor Newton suggested that a 
specialist in the ear, nose an@ eye, 
like Dr. Crippen, would not neces- 
sarily be able asrorey to separate the 
members of a body, but Prof. Pepper 
thought that such a specialist as the 
counse] described would have a gen- 
eral anatomica] knowledge.

NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—The develop- 
ments locally in the Chanler-Cavalieri, 
instead of being richer by $30,000 a year, 
as she thought she was, is out just 
$60, the $20 a month allowance she paid 
him for three months, and the board 
and lodging of “Sheriff Bob’’ since June 
18, when they were married. 

The provisions of the ante-nuptial 
agreement were given out last night by 
Oreste Cavalieri.

and on it is said to be a mortgage 
of $6000. 

Third—Property in “what is 
known as the Cousine Farm, in 
the neighborhood of Fifty-Sev- 
enth street and Ninth avenue, 
consisting of dwelling houses and 
estimated to be valued at $352,- 
000, is transferred to the wife. 
On this property there is known 
by the Cavalieris to be a mort- 
gage of $15,000. 

Fourth—tThat in the event of 
the death of Robert Winthrop 
Chanler Cavalieri gets the Red 
Hook farm and the Cousine prop- 
erty in New York outright. 

Fifth—In the event of Chan- 
ler’s death the property which is 
tied up in a trust faind for the 
first Mrs. Chanler and her two 
children, shall go to them. 

The new turn to the Chanler-Cava- 
lieri case: was revealed yesterday 
afternoon by a man who is familiar

Rival for the Famous “Squad- 
ron A” of New York Plan- 
ned by A. C. Orrick. 


25 MEN ARE ENROLLED

Attorney Allen C. Orrick, a Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel on the staff of Brigadier- 
General Clark of the Missouri National 
Guard, is at the head of a movement to 
organize a crack troop of cavalry in 
St. Louis like the celebrated Squadron 
A of New York, to be attached to the 
National Guard. 

Col. Orrick announced Wednesday that 
he has already enlisted some of the 58 
men who will compose the troop, and 
that another meeting would be held in 


Battery. A Armory, Grand avenue and 
Hickory street, Friday night for the 
purpose of receiving more enlistments. 

While the troop expects to keep its 
horses at Battery A, it will be a sep- 
arate organization. The work of organ- 
ization was begun two weeks ago by 
Col. Orrick, assisted by J. L. Turner 
and Edward J. Walsh, who have been 
active in the State militia. Adjutant- 
General Rumbold in Jefferson City gave 
his indorsement for the organization and 
promised to assist it 

There is no appropriation by either 
the State or Government from which 
funds could be taken for the purchase 
of horses for the troop, and other ex- 
penses, and this money, about *$12,000, 
will be raised by subscription. It is 
expected the next Legislature will make 
an appropriation for the care of the 
horses.

MR. FOLK’S INDORSEMENT. 
The indorsement of Folk for President by the 
Democratic. State convention is at best a per- 
functory proceeding which neither increases nor 


decreases the chances of the St. Louis man for 


the nomination and does not in any way commit 
Missouri Democrats to his candidacy. A conven- 
tion composed of committeemen and candidates 
for office represents little in the way of public 
sentiment. It is interested not to promulgate 
doctrines and principles which will attract 
voters, but to reflect public sentiment and re- 
duce to writing what it believes are issues 
already made, 

Such a convention cannot know what the Dem- 
ocrats of Missouri think of Joseph W. Folk as 


presidential timber or of his candidacy for that 


office. Their attitude toward him and his ambi- 
tions is necessarily the product of a desire for 
party harmony, designed to attract to other can- 
didates the support of the supporters of Folk. 
At best it is the expression of a desire not to 
antagonize the supporters of Folk. 

This lack of independence of the delegates to 
the convention deprives the indorsement or the 
absence of indorsement of special value and 
leaves Mr. Folk where he was before. When the 
delegates to the convention called to name dele- 
gates to the convention which will nominate can- 
didates for President have spoken, Mr. Folk will 
know exactly how he stands with the Democrats 
of Missouri. That convention will name the 
choice of Missouri Democrats for fhe presidential 
nomination. 


In planning a great love feast in his honor the 
friends of Senator Lorimer have decided not to 
invite Theodore Roosevelt.

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AN ILLUMINATING PHRASE.

pointed out the real offenders. | 
-*Do not indict a mere alias,” said the Judge. 


That is an illuminating phrase. It clears away

‘tion might have been guilty of rebating, Paul 
Morton should go free. 3 

“Follow the trail,” said the Judge. In this 
case the Federal grand jury has followed it to 
the indictment of some of the most powerful mil- 
HMonaires of today. It seems clear they will not 
be permitted to escape under an alias. Even if 
they evade conviction and sentence in the courts, 
they will not go free with the old immunity. 
Public sentiment understands the case now. It 
knows beyond all confusion of thought that while 
a corporation may work the wrong, the guilt 
is always personal.

Men of light and leading are expected from all 
parts of the country and from all parties among 
the people. There will be banners and music 
and oratory; and up from the hearts of the 
mighty array there is expected to arise a sono- 
rous roar: “What’s the matter with Lorimer? 
He’s all right.” 

We regret to note in this proposal an element 
of absurdity that threatens to check it at the 
start, or to mar it if held. 
Lorimer cannot be vindicated by_a banquet, for 
it has never been charged that he is not a good 
banqueteer. Neither can he be consoled for ex- 
-Glusion by Roosevelt, by indorsement by Taft, for 
Taft will not be present; that’s a foregone con. 
clusion; finally, not 10,000 men with 10,000 horses 
can put Lorimer safely on the high wall again, 
for he is a busted egg—and a bad one at that. 

Still, we would like to see the great banquet 
spread successfully even though Taft were not 
there. It is needed, not to vindicate Senator 
Lorimer’s reputation, but Chicago's manners. 
When a Chicago club permitted one of its mem- 
bers to be ostentatiously excluded from a club 
function at the dictation of an outsider, it put

WILL ROOSEVELT ANSWER? 

A candid reply to the 10 questions the New 
York World has asked Theodore Roosevelt 
would bring to light about all there is as to 
the source and size of corruption in national Re- 
publican politics. The 10 questions are: How 
much did the Beef*Trust, the Paper Trust, the 
Coal Trust, the Sugar Trust, the Oil Trust, the 
Tobacco Trust, the Steel Trust, the Insurance 
Trust, the National Banks and the six great 
Railroad Trusts contribute to your campaign 
fund in 1904? 

Posing as the enemy of political corruption, of 
law-breaking trusts, of criminal wealth, immoral 
biisiness, and the friend of publicity as the rem- 
edy for these evils, Mr. Roosevelt is in the in- 
delectable position of one who not only profited 
by the corruption, but who fulfilled what seems 
to be the conditions imposed. 

No fair-minded man can consider a contribu- 
tion from the Sugar Trust to Mr. Roosevelt’s 
campaign fund without inferring that it was 
the price paid for the Sugar Trust's immunity 
from prosecution. 

No unbiased man can view the license to the 
Steel Trust to absorb Tennessee Coal and Iron 
without considering it the reward for the contri- 
bution made by the Steel Trust to Mr. Roose- 
velt’s campaign fund. 

No unprejudiced person can read that the In- 
surance Trust contributed $150,000 to that cam- 
paign fund, that Mr. Harriman supplied $260,000 
or Standard Qil $100,000 without coming to a 
legical conclusion that Mr. Roosevelt was @ con- 
necting link beffveen the big business, whose 
immoralities he deplores and condemns, and the 
party whose actions he seeks to dominate and 
whose destinies he essays to guide. 

No man can accept the mere words of even 
so emphatic a speaker as Mr. Roosevelt against 
known facts, and especially the known facts as 
they are amplified and accented by inferences and 
deductions which are justified by the narrowest 
rules of logic. 

We can make allowances for custom and dis- 
count the acts of even an ardent reformer who 
pleads it. But the reassertion of abhorrence of 
deeds denounced. as immoral brings with it a 
demand for an explanation, an accounting and 
an expression of penitential regret. Mr. Roose- 
velt has been silent. He has imposed secrecy 
on George B. Cortelyou,. who collected the money. 

Can we consider silence in this case as proof 
of innocence? , Will Mr. Roosevelt deign to 
plead? Will he turn on the light or merely con- 
tinue to talk of the immoralities of politics? 
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The bakeries’ inspection and short-weight laws 
should, as far as possible, be made self-enforcing. 
Bread consumers and store customers are unable 
to do much towards the enforcement of laws of 
this character. They should contain full power 
and incentive for the officials to put them into 
effect. 
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COST OF PRODUCING COAL. 

The increase of 3 cents a ton in miners’ wages 
in Illinois, with the cost of installing the safety 
appliances required by the new law, the increase 
of 514 per cent in laborers’ wages and the shift 
of the shot-firers’ pay from miners to operators, 
will make an estimated increase of 12 cents a 
ton in the cost of producing coal. 

The outcome of the coal strike is a victory for 
the miners. They. have gained about everything 
they demanded. It will probably be the first of 
Octobér before coal production again attains the 
normal. By that time there should also be an 
adjustment of prices according to the new con- 
ditions. When that adjustment has been made 
it, will be interesting to note the relation of the 
old price to the consumer with the new price and 
of both to the 12 cents a ton increase Mm the cost 
of production. 
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With picture postal cards, as with motion pic- 
tures, the average American wants what is clean 
and free from criminal taint. The motion pic- 
ture men discovered that brutal and suggestive 
films did not pay. The picture postal dealers will 





soon learn the same -.lesson. 


ABO: OETA TARE OE 
AN ACCURATE PROPHET. 

Duncan McKinlay, stand-pat Congressman from 
California, dropped in at Beverly last Sunday to 
report that he had found no insurgency in Maine. 

In a speech in Kansas before the primaries 
there, and before his own defeat for renomina- 
tion, he said: 

“It is a far ery from California to Kansas. But 
we are all Republicans, and republicanism in Cal- 
ifornia means the same thing in Kansas that it 
does in that State.” 

Mr. McKinlay is a singularly eccurate prophet. 
Republicanism seems to mean not only the same 
thing in California and Kansas, but in Maine, 
where Mr. McKinlay found no insurgency. All 
three states, representing the extreme West, the 
extreme East and the middle, are of one mind 
as to stand-patters and reactionaries, 
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Gov. Hadley may have surrendered to the 
stand-pat Federal bunch as reported, but in that 
case it is going to be a Maine, not a Wisconsin, 
affair in Missouri. 
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PIECEMEAL REVISION AT WORK. 

Mr. Taft’s Tariff Commission, appointed some 
months ago, will take up the wool and woolens 
schedule for first investigation. It is expected to 
report results on this schedule before the Sixty- 
second Congress meets in December, 1911. 

The woo] and.woolens schedule is the one Mr. 
Taft admitted was unsatisfactory, but “the best 
that could be obtained” owing to the powerful 
political influence of the wool growers of the 
West and the woolen manufacturers of the East. 
Thus we have it that the first conflict of the 
Tariff Commission will be with the most power- 
ful of all the combinations and there will be no 
possible action before 19132. : 

Mr. Taft’s method of revising the tariff—which 
Mr. Roosevelt has heartily indorsed—promises 
to be slower even than predicted: It is becoming 
something more than a suspicion that the piece- 
meal revision ts a subterfuge devised to quiet 
political discontent, and that it is foredoomed to 
failure.

The fifth day I called- 
our family physician and he examined him and 
was surprised to see he could not stand alone 
or scarcély move his feet. He did not leave any 
medicine or tell me anything to do for my child, 
but promised to fix some medicine, and when he 
aid not send it, I became uneasy about him. I 
would read in different papers about children 
being paralyzed, and I began to think my child's 
case was hopeless, as the . flesh on his feet 
seemed to be getting less so fast and sometimes 
he would say it hurt his back and hips to move. 

On the seventh day a friend telephoned me to 
try bathing his feet and knees in whisky or 
aloohol, and YF used the alcohol. I rubbed him 
well with it about every 80 minutes the first 
day. I. had not used the alcohol more than 
three or four hours till he could stand alone; in 
less tham a day he could walk a little. I did 
not use the alcohol only fn the daytime, as he 
rested well at night. I used one pint of the 
alcohol: by the fourth day he seemed to be all 
right. That has been five or six weeks ago, and 
he has as good use of his lower limbs as any 
child, and runs and jumps as much as he ever 
aid, but has not had any sign of another attack.

“HELL BENT!” 
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THE HISTORY OF A GREAT MORAL 
ALLIANCE, 
From the New York World. 

From Mr. Roosevelt's first message 
to Congress, Dec. 3, 1901: 

“This criminal (President McKinley’s 
murderer) was a professed anarchist, 
inflamed by the teachings of profes- 
sional anarchists, and probably also by 
the reckless utterances of those, who 
on the stump and in the public press, 
appeal to the dark and evil spirits of 
malice and greed, envy and sullen 
hatred.

From Elihu Root’s speech at Utica, 
Nov. 1; 1906: 

“I say, by the President’s authority, 
that in penning these words, with the 
horror of President McKinley’s mur- 
der fresh before him, he had Mr. Hearst 
specifically in his mind. 

“And I say, by his authority, that 
what he thought of Mr. Hearst then 
he thinks of Mr. Hearst now.” 

From Washington dispatches of Nov. 
16, 1908: 

‘“W. R. Hearst of New York made a 
call of courtesy at the White House this 
evening. He said that no significance 
was to be attached to his visit, that 
he merely took the earliest opportun- 
ity after hig arrival here to pay his 
respects to the President.”

‘Drive the Republican bosses out of 
the Republican#zparty, Mr. Roosevelt, 
and if one of them deserts to the Demo- 
cratio party, 50,000 independents will 
take his place.” 

From Mr. Roosevelt's reply to Mr. 
Hearst, Sept. 8, 1910: 

“T am going back to New York State, 
as mentioned by Mr. Hearst, to fight 
the Bosses. I will welcome the support 
of any man who wishes to ald in that 
fight.”
